While there will be some armored ves­ 
sels among them, it is not likely that 
the battleship type will be represented, 
owing to the fact that these vessels are 
not designed for long cruise* and, not* 
withstanding the achievement of the 
Oregon in that direction, it is not deemed 
well to make a steady practice of what 
was regarded as a questionable experi­ 
ment. 
Three shipe will be sent to the south 
Atlantic station, and Secretary Long 
ha* under consideration the e« lob bail­ 
ment of a south Pacific station, with a 
base perhaps at Valparaiso in summer 
and at Callao in the winter mouths.

Madrid, Dec. 5.—The government has 
not reached a full decision regarding the 
Cuban and Philippine debts, but the o f-1 
Arial Gazette publishes an announce­ 
m ent that the drawing for the redemp- j 
tion of the Cuban bonds will occur on 
Dec. IO. 
The speculation in the Cuban and I 
Philippine debts on the bourse has sen- j 
ously displeased the cabinet. The rise 
in those securities is attributed to the 
report that the government will devote 
the indemnity received from the Uuited 
States to the colonial indebtedness, re­ 
garding which no derisive resolutions 
have lxzeu taken by the ministers. 
An official dispatch from the Visavas 
islands, in the Philippines, announces 
that the insurgents ar© redoubling their 
attacks upon Lloilo. 
The government’s 
advices say: “ The rebels have their 
guns trained on the city and fire on our 
troops nightly. 
Our troops maintain a 
spirited fire and have killed a number of 
the enemy. 


PORTO RICANS RILED 


Over a Report as to th# Ad min 1st ra­ 
tion's Policy. 
San Juan de Porto Rico, Dec. 8.—-A 
report is put in circulation here that tho 
United State* government will take no 
definite action to establish a compre­ 
hensive scheme of Porto Rican adminis­ 
tration for at least a year has provoked 
much adverse comment. A meeting ha* 
been held by local business men, Ameri­ 
cans and Porto Ricans to proteat vigor­ 
ously against any delay in reforms which 
ar# absolvtely necessary to prevent the 
continuance of a serious abuse. 
The same meeting condemned the ac­ 
tion of the American authorities in col­ 
lecting arrears of Spanish taxes since 
1888 and called forth application of 
American laws and the establishment of 
free trade with the United States. 
A 
committee was appointed to carry out 
the resolutions adopted by the meeting 
which will be submitted to the Ameri­ 
can authorities. 
Major General Brooke 
ha* abolished the socalled “royal duties’’ 
on the transfer of property by sale, gift 
or inheritance. 


BURNED AT SEA 


The D alecarlia Reports H aving Seen 
flip an Unknown Vessel Aflame. 
New York, 
Dec. 5.—The German 
steamer Dalecarlia, from Rio Janeiro, 
which arrived yesterday, when in lati­ 
tude 87.46, longitude 70.52, came along­ 
side of a ship ablaze from the stern to 
the foremast, while a large yellow fun­ 
neled German steamship was standing 
in near the ftamemg, pitching wreck. 
Nobody could be seen on the deck* of 
the burning vessel, nor were there any 
boats struggling amid the waves, so it 
is probable that the crew were rescued 
by the steamship which was waiting to 
note the end. 
After steaming around 
the wreck twice the Dalecarlia pre­ 
ceded on her way. 
The steamer by the 
burning ship was either rhe Werra or 
the FuidA or tbs North German Lloyd 
line. 
Both vessels sailed in company 
from this port last week bound for 
Havana.

the Spaniards are endeavoring to renew 
their opposition to a cession of the Phil- 
lupines.

Senor 
Sagasta treats the m atter calmly, ridi­ 
culing the smallness of Senor Silveia s 
following and declining to hasten the 
assembling of the oortes to be convened 
in January or th© conclusion of th© 
peaoe negotiations.

If he dies leaving bis 
widow unprovided for, the academy al­ 
lows her a liberal sum for her m ainte­ 
nance. 
The associate* and tbe associates’ wid­ 
ows are also entitled to pensions on a 
somewhat smaller scale, so that there 
are many reasons apart from the honor 
and glory why the painter, sculptor or 
architect should wish to become a mem­ 
ber of the powerful and wealthy body. 
When therefore a young artist begins 
to get on, when he has his pictures well 
bung year after year, when they find 
ready buyers and are talked about in 
society, he takes the first step toward 
election by suggesting to one of the 
academician? that be should put his 
name down on the list of candidates. 
Once down his name stays on the list, 
either until ho dies or is elected or vol­ 
untarily removes it, and this explains 
why one finds on the roll of candidates 
the names of many artists once popular, 
but long since forgotten by tbe public. 
When a vacancy oocnrs among tbe 
associates, printed oopies of this list on 
bine foolscap paper are sent to all the 
members, together w ith a request that 
they shall attend at the academy on a 
certain evening, when an election will 
take place. The elections themselves are 
conducted ic a singular and somewhat 
complex fashion peculiar to the academy 
—a method which took the place abou$ 
20 years ago of the rough and ready sys­ 
tem formerly in vogue. 
Both academicians and associates are 
allowed to take part in the election, and 
when tho members are gathered together 
each scores oat w ith a pencil the name 
of the artist for whom bs wishes to 
vote aud hands the paper so marked to 
tho secretary. 
These soorings out are 
known as “ scratches” at the academy, 
and the secretary, after examining all 
the papers, duly announces how many 
“ scratches” have been given to each 
candidate. 
The election is then advanced another 
stage. The president, who, by virtue of 
his office, occupies tho chair, directs 
that the names of all those candidates 
who have received more ffiaff four 
“ scratches” shall be inscribed in chalk 
upon the blackboard, while those to 
whom only one, two or three votes have 
been given have no further chance of 
being elected. 
Tbe academicians and associates then 
vote again for tbe candidates whose 
names are on the board. Tho two lead­ 
ing men in this contest arouow selected 
for a final ballot, the winner in which 
becomes on associate of the Royal acad­ 
emy. 
The academicians are elected in pre­ 
cisely the same manner, except that the 
associates are the candidates instead of 
tho 
outsiders. 
All this 
system of 
“ scratches” and “ blackboards” seems 
cumbrous and uuuecjassary. bot it is 
said to work extremely well in practice. 
Sometimes, though very rarely, a Ho 
occurs, and in this case the president, 
or, in his absence, the academician who 
temporarily takes his place, has a cast­ 
ing vote. When Mr. Ernest Crofts, the 
battle painter, was elected, he tied in 
the final ballot with Mr. Jackson, the 
architect, and to Mr. Calderon (who in 
tbe absence of tbe late Sir John Millais 
occupied tbs chair) fell the difficult 
task of making the final adoption 
The arsenates have no voice in th* 
election of a president, the power of 
voting resting entirely with tbe acade­ 
micians. 
Fir John 
Millais, the late 
president, was elected by the unani­ 
mous vote of the member*, a fact which 
must have been extremely gratifying to 
that great artist. But on some other oc­ 
casions the fight for the presidentship 
has been very severe indeed. 
The post is well worth a struggle, for 
it carries with it substantial remunera­ 
tion, besides great social and artistic 
distinction. Tho late Sir Francis Chan­ 
cey left £ 100,000 to the academy, out 
of the interest of which a salary of some 
£b0Q or £900 a year is provided for the 
president. 
The academy is immiwisely wealthy. 
The receiptofrom tbe annual exhibitions 
average from £20,000 to £25,000, and 
it ie believed that the money invested 
in the hands of the trustees does not fall 
far short of £500,000. Out of this mon­ 
ey the schools (in which 200 or 300 stu­ 
dents are instructed gratuitously) are 
supported aud a great many pensions 
aud donations to decayed artists are 
given. Little is heard of these charities 
by the public, but they are very consid­ 
erable, aud tho declining years of many 
old painters and sculptors 
made easi­ 
er by them. 
Upon the academy also falls the ex­ 
pense of the annual banquet, which 
costs perhaps £400 or £500, besides any 
number of minor charges, as, for exam­ 
ple, the payment of tho selecting and 
hanging committees at tbe spring ex­ 
hibition.—Pearson’s Weekly.

Ysrrlbln Scene* That Followed the B attls 
of Cold H arbor. 
General Horace Porter, in “ Cam­ 
paigning With G rant,” in The Century, 
telling of tbe tbe battle of Cold Har­ 
bor, says: 
The general in chief realized that h« 
was in a swampy aud sickly portion oi 
the country. 
The m alaria was highly 
productive of disease, and the Chicha* 
hominy fever was dreaded by all the 
troops who had a recollection of it* 
ravages when they campaigned in that 
section of the country two years before. 
The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces­ 
sarily been much neglected, and th? 
general was anxious, w hile giving tfav 
men some rest, to improve the sanitary 
conditions. 
By dint of extraordinary 
exertions the cam J* were well policed 
and large quantities of fresh vegetable* 
were brought forward aud distributed 
Cattle were received in much bettei 
condition than those which had made 
Jong marches and had furnished beef 
which was far from being wholesome. 
Greater attention was demanded in the 
cooking of the food and the procuring 
of better water. Dead animals and offal 
were buried, end more stringent sani­ 
tary regale ions ware enforced through­ 
out the entire command. 
What was most distressing at this 
fjme was the condition of affairs at tile 
extreme front No one who did not w it­ 
ness the sights on those portions of the 
lino where til© opposing troops were in 
exceptionally close contact can form an 
Jdea of tile sufferings experienced. Staff 
officers psed to work their way on foot 
daily to tbe advance** points, so as to 
be able to report with accuracy th ok* 
harrowing scenes. 
Some of the sight* 
Were not unlike those pf tho “ bloody 
angle” at Spotsylvania. 
Between the 
lines where the heavy assaults had been 
made there was in some places a dis­ 
tance of SO or 40 yards completely cov­ 
ered by the dead and wounded of both 
sides The bodies of dead were festering 
in (tip sup, while the wounded were dy­ 
ing a torturing deajh frere starvation, 
thirst and loss of blood.

the stench tx came sickening. Every at­ 
tempt to make1 a change in the picket 
line brought on heavy firing, as both 
•ides Juul becomo nervous from long 
watchfulness, aud the ^lightest move­ 
m ent on either front led ‘ip the Jadief 
that it was the beginning bf an assault 
In the night there was often heavy ar­ 
tillery firing, sometimes accompanied by 
musketry, with a view to deterring the 
Other side from attacking, or occasioned
